Flying Fortresses Blast 
Jap Air Base At Munda 


Washington, Dec. 15 ( Al*)—The Navy announced 
today that American Air forces in the south Pacific 
had poured more bombs on the Japanese air base at 
Munda on New Georgia island on December l l . the 
fifth day of such attacks. 
The text of Navy communique No. 22(1: 
South Pacific: (All dates are east longitude) 
I. 
On December l l ll. S. airforces continued to 
attack the Japanese installations and airfield which 
are being constructed in the Munda area of New 
Georgia island. 
(A) Seven Army “ Flying Fortresses” (Boeing 
11-17) attacked the area during the morning. 
(B) Later in the day a striking force of Douglas 
“ Dauntless” dive bombers and Grumman “ Wildcat” 
fighters attacked the same objectives. 
( ( ’) No enemy air opposition was encountered 
during either attack. 
The dive bombers figured in operations against 
the Munda base for the first time and apparently 
were used because the Japanese have not been able 
to defend their field, their nearest to the American 
field on Guadalcanal, with fighter planes.

THAT LITTLE EXTRA 
I have been reading the thrilling 
stories of the early American Indian 
fighters by Cyrus Townsend Brady. 
He tells of Brigadier-General Henry 
B Carrington, once a teacher, engi­ 
neer. scientist, and lawyer, and a 
graduate of Yale University. 
He 
was sent to Nevada to establish a 
military station. 
Interesting as is 
the reading of such a life, a foot­ 
note in the book makes me remem­ 
ber this unusal character. 
It said 
that every day for years Gen. Car­ 
rington read a portion of the Bible 
from the original Greek and Hebrew. 
The little extras that add so much 
to one’s peace of mind—those se­ 
lected tasks that have nothing to 
do with the ordinary daily pursuits— 
actually are very important. I know 
of a famous advertising man who 
paints as his little extra, and a noted 
writer who takes unusal joy in the 
study and care of bees. 
A dentist neighbor of mine has 
spent years in collecting plates in 
vogue during the Revolutionary days. 
That little extra time has bought 
him satisfaction 
entirely uncon­ 
nected with his profession. 
It is amazing what can be ac­ 
complished by that little extra time 
—after the main portion of the day 
is over. 
Many a foreign language 
can be learned simply by devoting 
an hour a day to such a task 
have been reading 
a period of 
American and English History—and 
I regret that I didn t do it long ago. 
To understand any modem nation 
it is essential that its beginnings 
should be studied. 
It takes but 
a little extra time from each day to 
become thus informed.

Blankets
